evening, is the most saorad liolidaj 
prescribed by the J-jwish Law, and 
those who, in the early stages of Jewish 
history, did not observe strictly this 
day, were punished with expulsion or 
death. 


Ten days elapse between the New 


Year and Day of Atonement, during 
which Israelites are supposed to pre- 
pare themselves for expiation. Friends 
•who have had petty quarrels must 
shake hands: children aro expected to 
ask their parents' forgiveness for tiny 
sorrow they may have caused; sinners 
must give lavishly to the poor to show 
their anxiety for pardon; criminals 
must confess aud show their readiness 
to submit to punishment; factions that 
have opposed 
eaob other or havo 


quarreled must seek reconciliation. 
And in fact all differences must be 
settled so that all must have a clear 
conscience and a light heart. It was 
formerly a custom to select a goat and 
expel it from the community. This 
was termed driving out the scapegoat 
and ns the ceremony proceeded every- 
one touched or struck it, thus trans- 
mitting their sins to the goat which 
conveyed them to the wilderness. 


A touching ceremony on'this day is 


the roll-call of the dead. The Cantor 
reads the names of those of the com- 
munity who have passed away. 
A 


blessing ia called down upen them, 
so that their names may not fall into 
oblivion. Friends and relatives who 
lave left this world are thus recalled 
and BO an hour is passed in which all, 
no matter what their station in life 
may have been, shall at least be re- 
membered by those who knew them. 
During this day a fast is prescribed 
asting through the entire twenty-four 
jours and is observed even by the most 
reformed Hebrews. 


Surely the custom is a most beauti- 


ful one and the adherents of the Jew 
sh faith, being convinced that for- 
giveness has been granted, feeling as- 
sured that dead relatives and friends 
are still held in sweet remembrance, 
they realize that the world is not alto 
gether bad and know where oonsola- 
;ion 
under affliction and misfortune 


can bo sought; they look kindly upon 
beir fellow man and baar the trials of 
lifelike strong God-fearing-men and 
women and use their wealth to aid their 
oppressed brotheren. 


In accordance with the usual custom 


the Jswish merchants closed their 
places of business last evening and 
which will remain closed until this 
evening.
